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A WORD ABOUT GRANT. 
If Grant, during his career as President, wa* 
enabled tx) turn over eight Southern Republican 
States to the Democracy, and place three olhera 
on the ragged edge, how long would he require, 
lo the course of a third term, to turn over the 
K-publican States of the Nerih 
The above paragraph is taken from the 
Cincinnati Commercial which is using its 
battering ram with vigor against 
the 
“Grant movement.” The Commercial is 
almost insane on the ill-timed nomination 
ol Grant, by the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 
and hence it uses the argument which we 
here reprint. The question is, 
How was 
Grant enabled to turn over eight Southern 
Republican State* to the Democracy? It is of 
some importance to be historically correct 
in making any statement as to the cause of 
the Republican reverse rn eight of the 
Southern States In 1876. In the first place 
we do not nominate Grant for the Presl- 
dency in 1880, and there must be a remark 
ably strange condition of affairs two years 
hence to induce us to support him for the 
third term. What we said a lew days ago 
we here repeat, that there may exist such a 
condition of things In 1880 which will 
make 
Grant 
the 
most 
popular 
man 
for 
the 
Presidency. 
His 
name to-day is a power in the land, and in 
a case of extreme emergency, he would 
rally about him tens of thousands who now 
look upon his nomination two years hence 
with ill-favor. We have not lost all faith 
in the intelligence, the good sense, and the 
patriotism of a majority ot the American 
people, and we are of the opinion that wise 
public sentiment will do much to crash 
Communism and to tone down the revo­ 
lutionary spirit oi the Democracy before 
another Presidential campaign, lf both 
insist upon threatening the peace and the 
prosperity ot the nation, a man of the iron 
nerve, cool head, and moral courage of 
General Grant, may be demanded, and the 
mantle may fall upon him. But we must 
also remember that the country is large, 
the people intelligent, aud the patriotic 
sentiment strong, and that no one man can 
control the public mind.

in order to get in better company. 
In 
1872, the Republican party was strong in 
nearly every Southern State. The Demo­ 
crats had not then fully organized m op­ 
position to the colored Republicans in the 
South,and beside that, the lolly of the 
Democrats iu taking up Greeley, one of the 
fathers oi the Republican party, and a co­ 
worker with Garrison, Sumner and Whit­ 
tier 
in 
the 
anti-slavery 
movement 
disgusted 
many 
of 
the 
party 
who openly pronounced for Grant, whom 
they regarded more of a Democrat than 
Greeley. These two intl uences contribut­ 
ed largely in giving Grant the greatest ma­ 
jority ever received by a candidate for the 
Presidency. A full and free election in the 
South, and the large desertions lrom the 
Democratic party caused by the nomina­ 
tion of Greeley, did the work for the Re­ 
publicans.

The Governor of Iowa pardoned a man 
who bai been sentenced to State prison 
for ten years, on the conditions thai he 
should, during the remained of his term, 
abstain from the use of Intoxicating liquors 
as a beverage; that he should exert himstdf 
for the support of his mother and sister, 
aud that he should not be convicted during 
the term of the sentence ot any violation 
of criminal law. 
The act of pardon pro­ 
vided that, as to the first and second of the 
conditions, the Governor was to be the 
judge, and that, in the event OI tho viola­ 
tion of either, he should have the right to 
remand the prisoner to custody for the re­ 
mainder of the term ot his sentence. 
The 
ptisoner accepted the conditions and was 
released- Subsequently he fell Into drunk­ 
enness, and the Governor ordered his re­ 
turn to State prison. 
The question as to 
the validity ot the proceedings came before 
the supreme court ot Iowa, aud it was held 
by the court that the Governor had the 
right to grant a conditional pardon, and 
upon the failure of the party to fulfill the 
conditions specified, to replace him in the 
position in which he would have been but 
tor the pardon.

many times Cod it convenient, do m atter 
what may be ber fortune in life. F or 
every one it will be a great advantage to 
cultivate mechanical akin—no one baa too 
much of it. N othing will be bandier or 
be acceptable on more occasions than to 
know bow to use a few common tools. To 
begin with, the outfit need not cost over 
$10, but we will say $25. F o r this he may 
buy a square, a jack plane, a smoothing 
plane, a band ax, a hammer, a draw shave, 
some dividers, a bit-stock and half a dozen 
bits, a half a dozen chisels, a bench screw, 
a small bench he can make ; a few filet, a 
whetstone, a hand saw, a rip saw, a screw 
driver. 
Then with the rest of the $25 he 
can buy a little wire, an assortm ent of 
screws, a few of a kind, an assortment of 
nails, and a small quantity of pieces of 
board of various dimensions. 
The tools 
should be of good quality. 
In a little time 
some of these will be lost or broken, but 
what of it ? So is money lost and throw n 
away. 
It is a profitable training tor every 
one to learn how to use money properly. 
To learn, they need to begin early under 
good instruction. 
Twenty-five dollars in 
money may be spent in a thousand ways 
for things which will do less good than the 
tools. 
Although this may seem to some a 
large amount to pay for tools, $25 would 
be considered a small item as an inheri­ 
tance for a youug men. 
Then buy the 
Children some tools aud they will learn to 
make many playthings for themselves, and 
be less likely to get Into bid company. 
They will be happier, wiser, better ; they 
will have a stronger attachm ent lur home, 
aud a greater love for parents, aud these 
are a priceless fortune to any young man 
or woman, a fortune which cannot be lost 
by any failure ot banks or depreciation in 
real estate.—Rural New Yorker.

Whee Should Wheat be Out? 
The Hon. Norton S. Townsend, of Ohio 
Stale University, Columbus, is engaged lo 
a series of interesting experiments with 
the ripening wheat for the purpose of 
ascertaining by microscopic examination 
at what stage ot ripening it should be cut. 
It is regarded by farmers rn many locali­ 
ties as the most profitable course to harvest 
the grain so early that none of it will shell 
out in the operation. It is found that 
whiter hour is produced wheu this is done; 
but it is also found that the Hour does not 
“rise” as well as that which is made from 
the matured grain. A succession of micro­ 
scopic examinations conducted through the 
period between the attainment of full size 
by the kernel and the perfect ripening oi 
the grain, is expected ft) yield valuable 
economical inlormation as to these points.

Sowing Barley and Flax Together. 
A few days since we chanced to obserye 
a field of barley on the farm of Mr. Hen­ 
ry Urowu, ot Minneapolis, in winch could 
bo seeu here and there a blue flower indi­ 
cation the presence ot flax. 
We learned 
that be bad been in the habit for several 
years of sowing two quarts ol flax with 
bis barley, reducing the amount ol seed of 
the latter one fourth, and growing success 
lu fly together. The ll ax has yielded hint 
about five bushels to the acre, nearly pay­ 
ing lur the cost of raising his barley. 
Of 
the latter, his annual yield had been from 
thirty to forty bushels. Both were ground 
together and fed to his {cattle and horses, 
which did well on it. Iu regard to separ­ 
ating the flax lrom the barley,in a tanning 
mill there seems to be no question. 
Mr. 
Brown thought it could be easily done 
but inquiry at the linseed oil factory here 
was not so satisfactory.

Tue White Australian has 
a very large Bead, aud the kernels are in a 
cluster of three on each side cf the stalk, 
acd.each head contains irom eighty-five to 
one* Lu uo red and filly kernels. All the 
sampl's, (aud he had many on exhibition j, 
were the largest aud Hot st I have ever 
seen. The wheat is all of a bright y ellow 
or golden color, iostcad of the dark red 
c lo r of our Minnesota wheat,and the ker­ 
nels are large, plump aod hatu.and the av­ 
erage al least oue-half larger than the Min­ 
neola wheat. It makes a flue flour of a 
bright golden tint.”

William Taylor, the foreman of the jury at 
the inquest, was first examined.

6inee 
Sunday, togethsr with 
those 
found in the privy vault on Tuesday. 
Quite a sensation was made when the lat­ 
ter were produced, as the prisoner, Mrs. 
Mack, arose from her seat, and, leaning 
over, scanned these articles very closely as 
they were spread cut. 
The immense au­ 
dience thus had a fair view of ber, which 
they bad not had before. These articles— 
some old pieces of white cloth—were com 
pletely saturated with blood, and the 
whole clothing by this time had become 
Very offensive. Others of the jurors at the 
inquest were examined, 
but 
nothing 
new from them was elicited more than has 
already been published. 
About three o'clock Track Dickinson 
was called for. A? he cume in, it was 
thought the woman would exhibit some 
signs oi emotion, but she preserved the 
same stolid look upon her face, and was 
apparently indifferent as to what his tes­ 
timony might disclose, lie gave a detailed 
account of what happened during tho lime 
of his residence at the Macks, and spoke 
quite 
freely 
of 
the 
intimacy 
which had sprung up between himself and 
the prisoner. They hugged and kissed 
each other and called each other many en. 
clearing titles. Alter he aud George Mack 
had the difficulty, and Mack discharged 
aim, she wrote him a letter placing it over 
the door in an outside cellar way, and he 
found it there. The letter addressed him 
as “My dear Goodie,” and as he said, was 
full of love and stated that in two years

deed was committed, Mrs. Mack asked 
Dickinson ii he would go to Beloit and get 
her some laudanum ; she said she wanted 
it for her teeth. 
He told ber he would 
rather not do eo. She then said she could 
get Joe Watsic to get it. Friday night 
witness 
and 
Joe 
Walsie 
went 
down to Beloit and did not return to 
Mack's until two o’clock Saturday morn 
ing. What was done at Beloit has not yet 
been disclosed, as the examination at 
this point closed until eight o'clock Satur­ 
day morning. At her quarters at the Good­ 
win house, it is said the wife-prisoner is 
at times quito jolly, aud perpetrates her 
jokes quite freely. 
She says she wishes

The M antled Body [of A lbert P eeler 
B rought H em e for B u ria l-T h e A c ­ 
cident w hich C a n e d HI* D eath. J 
The sudden and sad tidings flashed over 
the wires this morning that Albert Peeler, 
one of Burr Robbins'employes, had been 
suddenly killed, aud thatjhis body was be­ 
ing brought to th'* city. The remains ar­ 
rived on the afternoon train from the 
South In [charge of Mr. George Dentch, 
another of Robbins’ men, and from him 
were learned the particulars of the sudden 
death. It appears that between I and 2 
o'clock Thursday morning the show was 
on the road from Montezuma to Millers­ 
burg, Iowa, and Peeler was driving the 
four-horse prop arty wagon, another man 
being on the seat baside him.

Hilt, of this city, and the ne wa .came with 
crushing effect on the young wife so sadly 
widowed. The remains was at once taken 
to the house of his father-in-law. Peeler 
was a man about 22 years old, and had 
been in Mr. Robbin s employ for four sea­ 
sons. He was a temperate and induttru us 
young man, and generally respected by all

of Honor, and a number of the members ol 
the Crystal Temple met the remains at tho 
depot, and tendered the sorrowing ones 
such assistance and sympathy as they need­ 
ed.
